It was also included in an amend- 
ment to the law in 1951, when it wes:

department and from his share in 
the Cabinet's collective responsibi- 
lity.”

Application of the principle of 
ministerial responsibility, Mr. Zadok 
concluded, is a subject to be taken 
up by the Cabinet —'as it bears 
collective responsibility to the Knes- 
set and thus can decide to back 
the Minister or suggest that he 
Tesign or change jobs. But the 
Prime Minister, the political parties 
and, of course, ‘the Knesset, are 
not barred from acting in this mat- 
ter. And the House may decide to 
vote no confidence in the Cabinet 
for failing to draw the proper con- 
‘clusions on a question of individual 
ministerial responsibility.

— The price of 
sugar has soared in the past year 
because of increasing foreign con- 
sumption, and the U.S. Government's 
sugar act, designed to stabilize do- 
mestic prices, has proved helplesa 
to stop the rise.

ven more dramatic are sugar 
futures prices in the commodities 
market, which have risen 60 per 


cent since the firgt of the year as- 


@ result of tight markets and spe- 
eulative buying. Futures contracts 
which cost 114% cehts a pound in 
January sold for 20 cents a pound 


in March, before ebbing in recent 
weeks. 

Government officials and industry 
executives say the sugar market has 


been tight for the past three to four ~ 


years, with worldwide consumption 
of around 78 million tons continuing 
to exceed production. Though U.S. 
use -has remained steady at 102 
pounds per person annually, demand 
in the poorer countries has bounded 
abead. 

The world’s sugar comes mostly 
from cane and beets, though an in- 
creasing amount is derived from 
other crops like corn. Tropical coun- 
tries like Brazil and Cuba are lead- 
{ng cane growers, while the USSR 
is considered tops in beets.

Clearing of Suez offers U.S. navy 
chance to perfect mime warfare 


ed for work against pressure mines 
is mounted only aboard surface mine- 
Sweepers, not helicopters. 

The shallow Suez Canal, now 
blocked by sand bars, resembles the 
North Vietnamese inland waterways 
which the U.S. mined by air during 
1972. Although the Navy made care- 
ful preparations for this different 
type of riverine sweeping, the North 
Vietnamese would never aliow Ame- 
Tican mine-clearance operations in- 
side inland territories. 

Preparations for this job, even 
though it never materialized, will 
undoubtedly pay off in the Suez 
Canal, Special riverine acoustic and 
magnetic devices were developed at 
the Naval Coastal System Laborato- 
ry at Panama City, Fla. Non-magne- 
tic plastic glass, seven metre radio- 
controlled drone boats with non- 
magnetic, nonferrous motors were 
built for the North Vietnamese ca- 
nals. Remotely controlled from shore 
or sometimes from a master boat, 
these craft can tow gear through 
the shallows without endangering 
human operators. 

Besides the above jobs — true 
naval minesweeping work — the 
ordnance-disposal operation will re- 
quire the skills of divera, combat 
engineers and the highly paid, high- 
hazerd explosive ordnamce demoli- 
tion teams trained and mounted out 
by the Navy's EOD School at 
Indianhead, Md.

North Vietnamese and Pathet Lao 
troops launched a series of attacks 
along a strategic highway in south- 
ern Laos in what appears ta be 
the first cease-fire violation since 
the formation of a new coalition 
government here last Friday, sources 
in Vientiane sad yesterday. 

The attacks, which broke out on 
Sunday along a stretch of highway 
13 about 400 km. southeast of 
Vientiane, were still continuing yes- 
terday, the sources said. 

The South Vietnamese military 
Command reported that North Viet- 
mamese and Vietcong forces con- 
tinued a two-week attack against 
government positions in the corridor 
north and west of Saigon. 

Meanwhile, the South Vietnamese 
delegation to the two-party joint 
military commission with the Viet- 
cong said it had proposed a cease- 
fire at the besieged government 
bases of Duc Hue along the Cam- 


Sailor arrivés‘in | 
N.Z. after 
bout with whale 


AUCKLAND (UPI). — Lone Italian 
yachtsman Ambrogia Fogar arrived 
here on Wednesday after a five- 
month voyage from Italy in a 11.6- 
metre sloop during which he ram- 
med a whale and was given up for 
dead. 

Fogar, 33, said his first action 
after making landfall, was to cable 
his wife, Maria Theresa, in Milan, 
who thought he had drowned. “About 
1920 kms. east of New Zealand in 
the Pacific Ocean, I rammed a 
whale,” Fogar said. 

“Water rushed in fast and the 
boat was nearly sunk before I 
could get a patch over the hole 
which was in the waterline. I used 
scuba diving zear to go overboard 
and drive nails into a‘ cushion I 
used as a patch,” he said. 

Fogar said he left Italy on No- 
vember 5 last year in his yacht, 
Surprise, to attempt a solo circum- 
navigation of the globe. He arrived 
in Rio de Janeiro on December 26 
and left for New Zealand on Janu- 
ary 2 via Cape Horn. 

He said he would leave for ‘Cape- 
town as soon as his boat was re- 
paired. 


1 dead in Greek 
oil tanker blast 


PHILADELPHIA (AP). — Search- 
ers plumbed the Delaware river yes- 
terday for eight persons missing 
from*a Greek oil tanker that ex- 
Ploded and burned Tuesday night. 
One man was killed and 26 per- 
Sons were injured or suffered ex- 
posure after the tanker Blies erupt- 
ed in a ball of flame while moored 


.in the river. 


Missing were five crewmen, plus 
a@ mother and her two children who 
were visitors on the ship, the Coast 
Guard said. 

Chunks of steel were hurled into 
the air and burning oil spread on 
the surface of thé river. The Coast 
Guard said the explosion occurred 
at the ship's middle tanks. 

Crews began surveying for pollu- 
tion from the spilled oll early Wed- 
Nesday.. Jt was not known how 
Much oil escaped as a result of the 
explosion. 


Hubert Halin, 52, 
resistance fighter 


BRUSSELS (JTA). — One of Bel- 
gium’s greatest resistance fighters. 
Hubert Halin, died here this week 
of a heart attack He was 52. 

Hulin devoted his life to the fight 
against nvo-Nazism, bringing war 
criminals to justice and defending 
the rights of oppressed minorities, 
especiaily Soviet Jews and Jews in 
Arab countries. He was the national 
President of former “Group G” mem- 
hers. “Group G" was one of the 
first and most important resistance 
networks set up during the Nazi 
occupation. . 

He was also ἃ general delegate 
of the International Resistance and 
Deportation Union, editor of the 
‘International Voice of the Resist- 
ance,” and secretary-general of the 
International Committee for the De- 
fence of Human Rights in the

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Pope calls for 
protection of 
holy places 


VATICAN CITY (Reuter). — Pope 
Paul yesterday called for “an ap- 
propriate juridical protection" of 
the holy places in the Middle East. 
The Pope also called for “a sta- 
tute with international tees 
for the holy city of Jerusalem." 
The Pontiff, who wes addressing 
thousands of visitors at his weekly 
general audience here, stated his 
concern at continuing tension in the 


~ res. 


The Pope has frequently called 
for international guarantees for 


. Jerusalem and other holy places in 


the past, but Vatican observers 
could not recall his use of the word 
“protection” previously. 

Using “reconciliation” as his 
theme for the pre-Easter address, 
Pope Paul also talked with sorrow 
of continuing bloodshed in Vietnam 
and Northern Ireland. 


Jn the British province, he said, 
there had always been the hope 
that a common adherence to the 
Christian faith “could at least pre- 
vent the too-often repeated and tra- 
gic spilling of blood.” 

The general audience was the 
Pope’s second since a relapse of 
influenza late last month. Vatican 
sources said he was still weak from 
antibiotics he was given at the 
time and would limit his holy week 
activities. 


Australia rejects 
Soviet space deal 


CANBERRA, (AP). — The Austra- 
Nan government yesterday rejected 
a Soviet request to establish a joint 
scientific space observation station 
in AustraHa. 


The Foreign Minister, Senator 
Donald Willesee, announced the re- 
jection and said the government had 
examined the proposal carefully. 

Prime Minister Gough Whitlam - 
last week told Parliament the. sta- 
tion would not be permitted if it 
had any military purpose. 

U.S. Ambassador Marshall Green 
had protested to the Foreign Affairs 
Department about the Soviet ptopo- 
sal on grounds that the station could 
be used to monitor U.S. space 
tracking stations and other basés in 
Australia. Opposition Leader: Bill 
Snedden earlier criticized the -gov- 
ernment for not firmly rejecting the 
Soviet proposal.

Fight against pollution 
aided by big car demise 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
big car “may not be dead, but it’s 
well on the way out” as the auto- 
and 


Maurice Strong, boss of the U.N. 
Environment Programme. 

The energy crisis handed some 
setbacks to: the campaign azainst 
pollution but one of its positive re- 
sults is “a more sensible approach 
toward the use of the automobile,” 
the 44-year-old former Canadian in- 
dustrialist says. He adds that his 
U.N. Environment Secretariat plans 
to frame global anti-pollution stan- 
dards in consukation with the auto- 
Motive and other environment-re- 
lated industries. ᾿ 

The U.N standards would not be 
binding, but they would serve as 
guidelines for enactment of national 
laws. Consultation with auto industry 
Jeaders would not be “a confronte- 
tion type of thing — but it could 
turn out to be," Strong commented. 

Listing pluses and minuses of 
the energy crisis, Strong says, “Of 
course, anything that limits the 
combustion of fossil fuels'’’ — coal, 
oll and gas — “will in fact have a 
positive bearing on our environ- 
mental. prospects." At the same 
time, 
long into overcommitment to mu- 
clear energy. Safety measures must 
be fully tested. No industry is more 
fully conscious of the need for 
safety, but none is so potentially 
devastating.” 

Strong is in New York to start 
talks with industry leaders and to 
report to U.N. officials on the meet- 
ing of the 58-nation U.N. Environ- 
ment Council last month, the first

ever held at the new World En- 
vironment Headquarters in Nairobi. 

Turning to shortages of resources 
and food, Strong said these have 
@ramatized “the immediate and 
urgent relationship” between man's 
demands and the planet’s supply of 
resources, and the inevitability of 
setting priorities. 

“Chances of new real failures of 
the world food supply are very big 
in the next decade,” he declared. 
Climatologists have told him that 
there is “only one chance in 10,000" 
that the weather will be as favour- 
able to food production as it was 
in the past 15 years. 

Strong believes the United Nationa 
has -a mandate to combat the 
“march of the deserts” brought on 
by drought in the Sahel, or sub- 
Saharan, region of Africa and 
“clearly In the making in other 
parts of Africa and Asia.” 

“There is a significant expansion 
of desert areas... the loss of pro- 
ductive soil is approaching disas- 
trous proportions in many parts of 
the world,” he says. He names—be- 
sides the sub-Sahara — the Sudan, 
Northern Kenya, Ethiopia, Egypt, 
parts of Iraq, Iran, India, Pakistan, 
Peru and Chile. 

The Arab countries, Strong adds, 
have requested a major programme 
toward ‘ ig” of Arab lands 
and “the Chinese have told me they 
are working actively on parts of 
the Gobi Desert.” He plans to visit 
China soon. 

Proper land management can 
halt the advance of the desert, 
Strong believes, but this is not 
enovgh in areas where there has 
been a significant change in climate.

court may refrain from appointing 
another counsel, if it considers 
that no useful would be 
served thereby. In other words, once 
an accused has refused to cooperate 
with defence counsel then the court's 
duty to appoint another defence 
coungel jis no longer mandatory but 
becomes a matter for the court's 
discretion. This discretion, he con- 
tinued, would be exercised in ac- 
cordance with the circumstances and 
with the accused’s reasons for re- 
fusing to cooperate with the appointed 
counsel, But the tendency should be 
to replace the defence counsel as 
long as there Is any prospect that 
another counsel might succeed in 


gaining the confidence of the ac- 
cused. : 


However, Justice Sussman went 
on to hold, there might be occasions, 
when an accused's refusal to co- 
operate with the court-appointed. 
defence counsel derives from the 
fact that he prefers to defend him- 
self, for the reason that he thinks, 
either justifiably or not, that “a 
government lawyer complicates the 
case” — as did the appellant in 
the present instance. 

In such circumstances, the court 


that the legislature intended sec- 
tion 18(a)(1) to be for the benefit 
of a person accused of a serious 
offence, and had not intended it to 
be used for the purpose of depriv- 
ing the accused of legal capacity. 

The question then arises, con- 
tinued Justice Sussman, as to how

ized, he held, that a court should 
not even ask the accused if he 
wants a defence counsel or not (as 
the District Court had done in the 
present case) but should explain 
to him that the law demands that 
le be defended by counsel and that 
if he does not engage one himself, 
the court would have no option buf_ 
to appoint one for him, whether 
he wanted this or not. 

The absence of any such explan- 
ation in the present case, he con- 
tinued, therefore constituted a pro- 
cedural defect and, for-this reasor 
lhe would have held that the ap- 
peal should be allowed, were it 
not for the fact that he agreed

Nixon turned Pompidou’s funeral, 
into U.S. diplomatic offensive _ 


PARIS. — 

EORGES Pompidou, and even 

more so General de Gauile, 
would writhe in their graves if 
they had witmessed President Nixon 
turning the memorial service for 
France's late head of state into an 
exercise in international diplomacy. 

The American President's visit to 
Paris was described by the sober 
French newspaper “Le Monde" as 
“The Nixon Festival.” Mr. Nixon 
would certainly not disagree. He 
plunged into the crowd outside the 
American Embassy in the Faubourg 
Saint Honore to pump the hands 
of eager Parisians with an enthu- 
siasm which he could never muster 
back home in the shadow of Water- 
gate, income tax claims and the 
threat of impeachment. 

Some 60 or so crowned heads, 
Presidents and Prime Ministers came 
to pay 8. last tribute to Mr. Pom- 
pidou. But Mr. Nixon stole the lime- 
light. Soviet President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny, German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt, British Premier Harold Wil- 
Son almost had to queue up for 
their turn to confer with him at 
the American Embassy. - 

At his last Cabinet meeting a 
few days before his death, Pompl- 
dou delivered this advice to his min- 
isters on how to handle the United 
States: “Let us be patient. But we 
must in no manner allow the Brit- 
ish or the Americans to get the 
better of us. We must act serenely 
but firmly. It's not a matter of 
being anti-American, but of show- 
ing the Americans we are not re- 
Hened to becoming dependent on

No 
wonder if this week many French- 
men consider that Mr. Pompidou’s 
memory has been insulted by the 
choice of Paris for Mr. Nixon's 
highly publicised discussions with 
his Soviet rival and his Huropean 
vassals. 


- Paris weekend 


Mr. Nixon's weekend in Paris 
provided incontrovertible proof that 
the United States does not need 
to threaten or bully- the Common 
Market into submission. It merely 
suffices for the U.S. President to 
appear on European soil in order to 
extract mew assurances of alle- 
giance. None of the Continental 
statesmen he received here has chal- 
Ienged his insistence that Amer- 
ican leadership is the key element 
of the Atlantic Alliance. . 

With rampant inflation and the 
looming threat of more unemploy- 
ment in France, international rela- 
tions are unlikely to be a key issue 


during the campaign for the elec- 
tion of Mr. Pompidou's successor. 
But both in France and abroad there 
is widespread concern about the di- 
rection which French foreign ‘policy 
will take under the new President.

Shani, the manager of Pazgas, who 
informs us that there ig no such 
law. Companies are obliged to de- 
liver the cylinders and connect them 
wherever the gag installation is lo- 
cated. 

Any consumer who runs Into such 
a problem is requested to inform us 
and send us 8 photo-copy of the re- 
ceipt so that, together with the gas 
company, we can identify the deli- 
very men responsible and take ap- 
propriate measures. 2 

On the other hand, we would lik 
to point out to consumers who re- 
quest delivery at specified times that 
they would be wise to have their 
gas installed in the courtyard. The 
gas company informs us they are 
willing to move existing installations 
to ground level at a 15 per cent 
discount, or grant an interest-free 
Joan for this purpose, in order to 
help consumers and promote effi- 
client gas delivery.

PARIS. — The political legacy of 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle centred on 
two quasi-religious principles. There 
was the special place of the presi- 
dent in France and the special place 
of France in the world. 

With the death of Georges Pom- 
pidou, the General's succeasor as 
president, both concepts come up 
for grabs. The first stages of the 
campaign to elect a new president 
here suggest mainly that the one 
sure loser will be the Gaullist 
legacy. : 

The General's concept of the 
presidential role was highly nar- 
cissistic.

He would be 
elected for seven years and would 
guard as his own special province 
the long-term interests of the coun- 
try, notably in national security.

‘Eighteen murdered in 
= Kiryat Shmona terror 


Three Arabs butcher women and 
children, then. die in blast

Eighteen persons — mainly women and children — were massacred by terror- 
ists in the northern Galilee town of Kiryat Shinona by three terrorists who 
crossed the border into Israel from Lebanon on Wednesday night. The three men 
infiltrated at a point between Metula and Misgav Am, and it is believed that they 
reached the outskirts of Kiryat Shmona under cover of darlmess, waitmg until 
the morning before “attacking” an apart ment block on the perimeter of the town 
with the objective of killmg any man, woman or child whom they found there. 
The three died in an explosion as troops stormed the building. 

Ahmed Jibril’s Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine: General com- 
mand claimed credit for the attack yesterday in an announcement from Damas- 
cus. Israeli army trackers on a routine patrol along the northern frontier noticed 
the infiltrators’ tracks at 6.40 yesterday morning. It was quickly established that 
the three-man terrorist group had followed a rocky ridge running from the border 
near the vicinity of Misgav Am to a school on the outskirts of the town. 
According to the Acting Chief of Staff, Aluf Yitzhak Hofi, the army immediately 
notified regional defence authorities — including the Kiryat Shmona police — 
that terrorists had crossed the border, and that regional forces should be placed 
on maximum alert. The army also dispatched two limited units to the town to 
help the 20-man police force my and track down the terrorists. 


Shortly before 8 am. the first 
evidence was uncovered that the 
terrorists had entered the town: A 
two-man police patrol was fired on 
from the entrance to a block of 


apartments about 200 metres from * 


the school which, as far as can 
be ascertained, the terrorists never 
entered, The encounter with the po- 
lice seems to have sparked off a 
massacre the proportions of which 
only became apparent later in the 
morning. 

As soon as they left their night 
hiding places early in the morning, 
the terrorists entered two ground 
level flats and cold-bloodedly mur- 
dered five persons there. They then 
ran to the next building where they 
systematically entered each fiat,

KIRYAT SHMONA. — This thriving 
development town 4.5 kms. from the 
Lebanese border, from which nume- 
Yous terrorist attacks have been 
launched against its 17,000 inhabi- 
tants over the years, suffered its 
worst disaster ever yesterday morn- 
ing in the bloody massacre that left 
18 dead and another 16 wounded. 

The town was shocked into life 
at 8 am when the air-raid sirens 
were sounded and the residents 
made for the shelters as they have 
80 often in the past. Shortly before, 
three terrorists clad in civilian 
clothes took over a 17-apartment 
building im Rehov Yehuda Halevi 
and began their indiscriminate 
slaughter of the ‘building’s inhabi- 
tants and passers-by in the street. 

The police were stunned as people 
began to slump in the street, and 
it took them some time to fully 
grasp the situation. The first im- 
pression was that some crazed per- 
son was firing into the street from 
one of the apartments. It was only 
after the casualties increased that 
it became clear that it was no 
madman but a terrorist gang ‘bent 
on cold-blooded mass-murder. 

Army and border police units 
were called in, and the area cord- 
oned off. As they took up positions, 
high ranking police and army of- 
ficers — including the Acting Chief 
of Staff Aluf Yitzhak Hofi, and 
0.C. Northern Command, Aluf Mor- 
dechai Gur — began to arrive in 
the town to take stock of the situ- 
ation. Exchanges of fire between 
the surrounding troops and the 
terrorists continued until some time 
after 10 am, when a huge ex 
plosion tore out the wall of the 
fourth floor apartment where the ter- 
rorista had holed up.

Whether the three 
men took their own lives at the 
end of what seems to have been 
a suicide mission, or whether the 
dynamite was detonated by Israeli 
fire remains an open question.

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Impeachment inquiry 
Nixon subpoenaed 
to turn over tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP).— The House 
Judiciary Committee yesterday or- 
dered President Nixon to turn over 
by April 25 all tapes and other ma- 
terials requested by the committee 
for its impeachment inquiry. 

In directing 34 to 3 that a sub- 
poena be issued for the evidence, 
the committee rejected a last-min- 
ute offer by the White House to 
deliver some of the taped conver- 
sations within a few days. 

The offer, made 45 minutes be- 
fore the committee met, came in a 
telephone call from White House 
lawyer James St. Clair to John 
Doar, chief counsel of the commit- 
tee. 

It led to a partisan split in the 
committee. Republicans urged lt he 
accepted. But the Democratic ma- 
jority said the committee, which 
made its request last February 25, 
has waited long enough. 

Committee Chairman Peter Ro- 
dino said after waiting for the tapes 
45 days, during which there have 
been lengthy negotiations between 
St. Claire and Doar, it is time for 
the committee to get on with its 
job of determining whether grounds 
exist for impeaching Nixon. 

‘The subpoena orders the commit- 
tee’s chief security officer to serve 
@ summons on Nixon or one of his 
subordinates ordering him to de- 
ver to the committee by 10 am. 
on April 25 the tapes of 42 con- 
versations between Nixon and his 
chief aides last spring when the 
Watergate coverup was surfacing. 


The subpoena c¢dvers conversa- 
tions between Nixon and former 
aides H. R. Haldeman, John Erlich- 
man and ‘John Dean in February, 
March and April 1973. In most 
cases the request specifies the date 
and even the time the conversations 
took place. 

There are also requests for ail 
conversations between the President 
and Haldeman and the President 
and Whrlichman during the period 
April 14 through 17, and ali con- 
versations between Nixon and for- 
mer Atty.-Gen. Richard Kleindienst 
and Asst. Atty-Gen. Henry Peter- 
sen from April 15 through April 18, 
1973. 

It was all but the last two items 
that St. Clair offered to give the 
committee. 

In a related development, Herbert 
Porter, who handled the surrogate 
speakers programme in President 
Nixon's 1972 re-election campaign, 
was sentenced yesterday to serve 
30 days in a Federal correctional 
institution for lying to the FBI in 
its Watergate investigation. 

Porter, 36, is the fourth former 
White House aide who has been 
sentenced to prison but the sen- 
tence was the lightest of any. 

The charge carried a maximum of 
five years in prison and a $10,000 
fine but a lawyer from the office 
of special Watergate prosecutor Ja- 
worski said Porters’ involvement in 
the Watergate cover-up was “less 
in degree than others who pleaded 
guilty to felony charges.”

WASHINGTON. — President Nixon 
yesterday met Algerian President 
Houari Boumedienne for talks that 
could lead to the resumption of 
US... relations, broken off 
during the 1967 Israel-Arab war.

HEF husband and four grown up 
children live in Helsinki, but 
Helvi Sipila, the highest-ranking 
woman diplomat at the United Na- 
tions, lives here in New York City. 
“Doesn't this situation put a τὰς 
ther severe strain on your mar- 
riage?" I asked, as we chatted 
in her spacious office overlooking 
the East River. She looked genui- 
nely surprised. “No, why? It's only 
for three years, and my husband 
and I visit each other every few 
months.” 

Trained as a lawyer and judge 
in her native Finland, as the UN's 
Assistant Secretary-General dealing 
with social and humanitarian af- 
fairs, Mrs. Sipila is the only woman 
ever to achieve such an exaltei sta- 
tus in the male-dominated UN hier- 
archy, where women's lib has made 
scarcely an impression. Some see 
Mrs. Sipila’s selection to this post 
as tokenism. Others, who expected 
her to spearhead a move for wo- 
men’s rights within the UN itself 
have been disappointed by what they 
term her Jack of militancy. 

Considering, however, that the 
broad outlines of Mrs. Sipila's res- 
ponsibilities are the integration of 
more than half of mankind 
women and youth — in the total 
development of the world social, 
political and economic order — in- 
cluding 811 questions of popular par- 
ticipation and social welfare — 
am inclined to agree when she says 
that she cannot imagine how any- 
one could consider her job 8. small 
one. 

As for those who object to her 
lack of militancy, Mrs. Sipila res- 
ponds that the opinions of many 
of her critics may be due to lack 
of knowledge about what she sees 
as ways to improve the lot of 
women in general — throughout the 
world — rather than to pursue dra- 

‘ matic solutions for any isolated 
group of women, 

Mrs. Sipila felt that the most lo- 
gical way to begin her work was 
with local, national and interna- 
tional studies to discover to what 
extent women and youth were al- 
ready integrated into world deve- 
lopment. Since then, she has been 
a tireless lobbyist for human rights, 
travelling throughout the world to 
meet and advise heads; of govern- 
ment, working with non-governmen- 
tal organisations on the implemen- 
tation of local pilot: programmes, 
making speeches and attending con- 
ferences and seminars on a vast 
array of issues in which she is ex- 
pert — from population control, 
health cafe and education to voca- 
tional training, employment oppor- 
tunities and conditions, pollution and 
environmental control, housing, day- 
care centres, voter rizhts, social Je- 
gislation, and local development of 

i culture and the arts. Another res- 
. ponsibility which consumes ‘a con- 
siderable amount of Mrs. Sipila's 
time is analysing and preparing 
polcy-making studies and reports, 
which are submitted to UN dele- 
gates for study and adoption.

Fostering psychiatry | 


FpHoucs psychiatry is known all 
over the world aa a “Jewish 
profession,” very few Israeli doctors 
chose until recently to specialize in 
this branch of medicine. One of 
the people who have helped to bring 
about this change is Dr. Alberta 
Szalita, a consultant for the World 
Health Organization and for the 
American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, who recently ended the latest 
of her many visits to Israel as an 
adviser to the Ministry of Health. 

‘In other countries, discrimination 
made it easier for Jews to get 
into psychiatry than into surgery, 
for instance. Here, of course, that 
wasn't the problem. But Israel's 
facilities for training psychiatrists 
were limited and those who went 
abroad for training often did not 
come back right away, or some- 
times not at 811." 

The Joint Distribution Committee, 
together with the Government, has 
now set up scholarships for resid- 
ents in psychiatry. The first four 
doctors have started their training 
in Haifa and over the next few 
years there will be 48 recipients, 12 
in each of the four regions (Haifa, 
Tel Aviv, Jerusalem and Beersheba).

Squadron, head of the American 
Jewish Congress, said on Friday. 

Mr. Squadron demanded that Mr. 
Saxbe resign or be fired. 


The row was touched off by com- 
ments Mr. Saxbe made at his regular 
midweek coffee-and. ut press 
conference about why he has ordered 
a study of the “attorney-general’s 
1531" of subversive organizations. 


The appeal of Communism among 
intellectuals has waned since the late 
1940s and early 19503, the attorney- 
general explained, adding, “The Jew- 
ish intellectual... was in those days 
very enamoured of the Communist 
party.” Some of these intellectuals, 
be went on, were Americans and 
some were forelgners. 


In the ensulng days, denunciations 
of the remark as anti-Semitic and 
demands that Mr. Saxbe retract It 
or resign have poured in.

The Attorney-General offered an 
amplification late Thursday in which 
he said he had long believed “there 
was 8. great deal of anti-Semitism in 
the Communist witch hunts of the 
later forties and early fifties. 


“Much of it was directed at some 
highly visible Jewish intellectuals 
who were considered sympathetic to 
Russla," he went on, ‘Because of the 
Soviet posture toward issues of im- 
portance to Jews, this is no longer 
the case today, and I believe this 
change can best be seen by the total- 
ly different type of individual in- 
volved In the terrorist groups now 
operating.”

stereotypes,” Mr. Squadron said. 

Mr. Saxbe ran into similar trouble 
in February, 1973, while he was still 
a Republican senator from Ohio, 
when he told a group of Ohio news- 
men that he opposed linking U.S.- 
Soviet trade policy to Soviet Jewish 
emigration, and added, “If the Zion- 
Ist Jews believe that we are going 
to fight to the last drop of the far- 
mer’s blood, then I'm not going to 
be part of it."

GPACE probes like the latest one 
by Mariner 10 to Mercury are ἃ 
luxury mankind can no longer af- 
ford, says one of West Germany's 
foremost space scientists. 
Professor Heinz Kaminski, who 
heads the Institute of Space Science 
at Bochum, says that what 18 need- 
ed is not “escepe into space but re- 
turn to concern about our planet 
earth. Everything else must wait." 
The astronomer says the, main 
thing is to guarantee 4,000 million 
people on earth a decent life which 
most of them do not have. In 60 
years, 12,000 million earth dwellers 
will be even worse off, he says, if 
there is not a “decisive change in 
the way we regard our planet.” 
Professor Kaminski says that man 
needs to obtain a total “picture of 
earth's functions” rather than ἃ “re- 
ef map of yet another planet’s sur- 
face." He praises the information

gathered by earth orbiting satellites, 
saying they “allow us to develop the 
first theories on the inter-relation- 
ships of life on our planet, 

“We have to get a picture of the 
way earth functions within the next 
30 or 50 years. Later we may not 
need it, as the case of mankind will 
have been closed by itself." 

He suggested scrapping all scien- 
tific projects, including space probes, 
which provide no useful results for 
our “earth picture” in the next de- 
cades, “We cannot afford research 
for the sake of research, science 
serving itself.” 

He says the question whether there 
ig organic life on Mars is “not only 
secondary but entirely irrelevant. 
Mankind will survive if it learns 
what Neptune looks like a couple 
of generations later. It certainly 
will not endure if it continues to 
ignore ‘the situation on earth."

Vitamin C may help colds 
but doesn’t prevent them 


ATLANTIC CITY. N. Jersey (AP).— 
‘The head of a major medical. centre 
says vitamin C gets virtually no- 
where in preventing or shortening 
colds, but has some beneficial effect 
on their severity. 

Dr. Thomas Chalmers, President of 
New York City's Mt. Sinai Medical 
Centre, thus challenged a theory by 
Nobel Prize-winner Dr. Linus Pauling 
that massive, daily doses of the vi- 
tamin can prevent the common cold. 

Chalmers saids he had dug into 
all major clinical reports — both pro 
and con — published on the subject 
during a 32-year period between 1942 
and 1974 by investigators other than 


ὁ Vitamin C gets virtually nowbere 
as ἃ cold-preventer or as a cold- 
shortener, 

The vitamin, also known as as- 

corbic acid, does have some bene- 

ficial effect on the severity of 
colds, but: 

e The effects are quantitatively so 
small and the possibility of sug~ 
gestion as the primary mechan- 
ism so large that it hardly seems 
worthwhile for anyone to take 
all those pills for such a long 
time.

INDUSTRIAL WORLD SUFFERS U.S. loans Egypt $25m. 
FROM GALLOPING INFLATION 


PARIS (UPI). — Inflation reached 
double figures in ali but seven of 
the 24 nations of the Organization 
for Economic Co-operation (OECD) 
in the 12 months ending February, 
OECD figures disclosed yesterday. 

The U.S. joined the double-figure 
performers with a return of 10 per 
cent. Greece held the top spot with 
a 33.4 per cent increase. 

Best performer was Germany, 
with a 7.6 per cent rise 

An OECD statement said the 
average increase approaches 12 per 
cent. 

“This reflects a sharp accelera- 
tion in the last three months, when, 
partly under the initial impact of 
higher oi! costs, the Increase ex- 


Pressed at an annual rate was of 
the order of 16 per cent.” 

The OECD said Japan's average 
monthly rise of more than 312 per 
cent the last three months owed 
much to food prices, “which also 
contributed to the acceleration of 
the index in North America.” 

Short-term price increases varied 
considerably among European coun- 
tries, depending on government 
pricing policies of petroleum pro- 
ducts. 

“The fall in the free market 
prices of heating oil actually 
brought down the total price index 
in Switzerland in February, whereas 
in France, Finland, Sweden and the 
United Kingdom, the maximum 
direct effect of the oil prices was 


probably felt in the first two months 
of this year,” the statement said. 

“After a sharp rise in January 
in many European countries, food 
Prices increased by less than the 
average in February, dampening 
Somewhat the overall price move- 
Tent.”

Soviet trade with 
West jumps 400/o 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet trade 
with the capitalist West jumped 39.7 
per cent last year, with West Ger- 
many and the U.S. the two major 
trading partners, according to offi- 
cial statistics. 

The statistics, published on Wed- 
nesday, put Western trade with the 
USSR in 1973 at 27 per cent of the 
total — the highest percentage since 
World War I. 

Overall Soviet foreign trade total- 
led $31,000m., a 20.4 per cent in- 
crease over 1972. 

Trade with socialist countries 
grew by only nine per cent to a 
record $23.900m. 

Trade with the West, which tradi- 
tionally has lagged far behind ex- 
changes with socialist counties, 
leaped from $6,500m. in 1972 to 
$10,800m. 

West Germany was the USSR’s 
leading Western trading partner 
with a turnover of $1,500m. 

But the most spectacular jump 
was in trade with the US. a 115 
per cent increase to a record 
$1,500m. that put the U.S. in se- 
cond place. The bulk of the Soviet-

EORGE D. Sax, who died a 

month ago in Miami at the age 
of 69, will always be remembered 
by his many friends in Israel for 
his generosity and his concern for 
the State of Israel.

WASHINGTON (AP). — The US. 
Department of Agriculture this week 
ammounced a $24.7m. credit package 
for Egypt to buy U.S. farm com- 
modities this year, including $4m. 
worth of corn. 

(Reported briefly in yesterday's 
edition.) 

U.S. officials said other commodi- 
ties will be specified later. 

‘The loan will be for three years, 
and will carry commercial interest 
rates. The credit was extended 
through a programme financed by 
the Department's Commodity Credit 
Corporation. : 


Egypt had purchased U.S. farm 
commodities under similar credit 
arrangements years But those 


ago. 
were stopped following the Six Day 


War, after Egypt defaulted on pay- 
ments. At that time, Egypt still 
owed the U.S. $84.3m. . 

However, ἃ new repayment sche- 
dule was worked out in December 
1971, with the understanding that 
Egypt could qualify for new credit 
as the old loan was paid off. As a 
result, additional credit amounting 
to $22m. was provided Egypt last 
year, But officials said Egypt then 


began lagging in making install- 
ment payments, meaning further 
loans were delayed. 

Now, a Department spokesman 
said, Egypt has caught vp on in- 
staliments, and thus has qualified 
for additional credit, Under terms 
of the programme, a country can 
be extended new credit equal to 95 
per cent of the repayments. 

US. officials said Egypt has re- 
paid aH but about $39m, of the 
1967 debt and has made installments 
on last year’s new credit package 
of $22m. 

The commodity credit. programme 
was sharply curtailed about a year 
ago to help conserve dwindling U.S. 
reserves of grain and other commo- 
dities, 

Exceptions were made lest year, 
however, for Pakistan, which got 
$53m. to buy U.S, wheat, and for 
Chile, whfch received two credit ar- 
rangements totalling §52m. for 
wheat and feed grains. 

Although other countries reported- 
ly have sought the commodity 
loans, the Agriculture Department 
said only four currently are quali- 
fied — Chile, Pakistan, the USSR 


and Egypt. 


Newsprint shortage grows 


TORONTO (AP). — The worldwide 
tight supply of newsprint will worsen 
in the next several years, unless de- 
mand falis off or paper companies 
step up building programmes, an 
industry offictal said on Tuesday. 

Ὁ. Davidson, vice-president and 
general τη: of Domtar News- 
print, Lid, said in a speech here 
that if current in demand 
continued, 500,000 additional tons of 
newsprint would be needed annually 
over the next few ‘years. 

Davidson further noted that there 
is only one newsprint machine sche- 
duled to be built between now and 
the middle of 1975, and this new 
roduction facility, at a meximum 
of 150,000 tons, will handle less than 


20 per cent of the normal growth 
that could be forecast for the period 
between now and 1976. 

The cost of 2 new newsprint machine 
can range up to $70m. 50 newsprint 
makers are hesitant to launch 
major capacity expansions unless 
their potential return on investment 
improves from the Industrywide 
seven per cent to nine per cent 
levels of 1973, he said, 

Under today’s .costs, @ price per 
short ton of $240 to $265 would be 
required to stimulate plans about 
extensive uew facilities, Davidson 
said. 

Newsprint currently sells in North 
American markets at about $213 
a ton.

Sir, — Recently, the hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of Stephen 
85. Wise was appropriately marked 
in Israel and abroad, In Israel, an 
impressive evening, dedicated to his 
memory, was beautifully program- 
med at a special session of the re-" 
cent Convention of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis in 
Jerusalem. 


In the dramatic recital of Dr. 
Wise’s career, which distinguished 
that evening, there was a conspicu- 
ous omission of any reference to the 
first chapter of his career, the 
years 1893-1900, when he ministered 
to Congregation B'nai Yeshurun of 
New York. 


I regard it as my duty to fill 


‘in that gap, not only as one who 


was privileged to have been associ- 
ated with Dr. Wise in the Zionist 
Organization of America and in the 
American Jewish Congress and in 
the World Jewish Congress, but also 
as one of ‘his successors in the Rab- 
binate of Congregation B'nai Yesh- 
urun of New York, where he began 
his career. 

In April 1893, Stephen Samuel 
Wise was elec as Junior Minis- 
ter to the aging Rabbi Henry 3. 
Jacobs of Congregation B'nai Yesh- 
urun, the oldest Ashkenazi congre- 
gation in the city. It was a Con- 
servative Reform Congregation. 


When Rabbi Jacobs passed away 
six months later, Stephen Wise suc- 
ceeded to the full ministry. The 
young Rabbi achieved wide repute, 
not only for his oratorical gifts, but 
also for his organizational talents. 

Tt was during this period of his 
ministry in B'nai Yeshurun that the 
Federation of American Zionists was 
organized in 1898, with Prof. Rich- 
ard Gottheil as President and Rev. 
Dr. Stephen Wise as Honorary 
Secretary. In the same year, he was 
chosen as a delegate to the Second 
World Zionist Congress at Basle, 
where he met Dr. Herz] and served 
as its English Secretary.
